AVIAN INFLUENZA A (H7N9)

No additional human infections with avian influenza
A(H7N9) were reported this week. The global number of
H7N9 infections remains at 137, including 45 deaths.

0 Found H7N9 not able to efficiently bind to epithelial
cells of human trachea, consistent with its limited

0 CDC-authored study, analyzed all lab-confirmed flu-
associated pediatric deaths reported from 2004-05
through 2011-12
0 830 flu-associated pediatric deaths
0 Of 794 with known medical history, 43% had no high-
risk medical conditions
0 Influenza A virus associated with 78% of deaths
e The Journal of the American Medical Association:
Association between influenza vaccination and
cardiovascular outcomes in high-risk patients: A meta-
analysis
0 Researchers concluded patients who had a flu shot
had a 2.9% risk of a major cardiovascular event in
the ensuing year, vs. a 4.7% risk for those who were
not vaccinated
0 Found the risk reduction was especially pronounced
in those who had a cardiovascular event in the
previous year (10% risk vs. 23%)
e MMWR: Update: Influenza activity - U.S. and worldwide,
May 19-September 28, 2013
0 U.S. flu activity during summer 2013 was similar to
previous years
0 Antigenic testing of circulating strains in U.S. over
summer suggests they are similar to the strains
included in 2013-14 vaccine
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
